Washington, Dec. 16.—Gen. Tasker 


H. Bliss, who was sent to Havana to 
aid Minister Squiers in drafting a 
reciprocity treaty between the United 
States and Cuba, reached Washing- 
ton this morning and delivered to 
Secretary Hay the treaty signed in 
Havana last week. 


It provides for a 20 per cent, re- 


duction in the tariff 
charges on 


Cuban products entering the United 
States and 
heavy 
reductions 
on 


American exports to Cuba. 


The document that was signed in 


Havana is a treaty, pure and simple, 
and as uch will be forwarded to the 
senate by Secretary Hay.

Dawson, Alaska, Dec. 16.—Keen 


excitement and apprehension prevail 
at White Horse and various points 
along the line of the new government 
trail over the report that a band of 
Hluako Indians has taken the war- 
path in the region between the Little 
Salmon and Petty rivers, A store is 
reported to have been looted and 
burned, the storekeeper killed, and 
another fatally injured. The Little 
Salmon Indians are sold to be panic 
stricken over the outbreak of the hos- 
tile tribe and are sending their 
squaws and children to the police de- 
tachment at Tanalus, near the Yukon 
crossing, for protection. 


Major Cuthbert has been fully ap- 


prised of the reports by wire. 
He 


has issued an order mobilizing the 
men at his command, and In case a 
confirmation of the news of the out- 
break is received he will leave here 
for Selkirk immediately with fifty 
men. It is stated that 150 to 200 In- 
dians are in the hostile parties, 
headed by two well known chiefs. 
At last accounts they were holding a 
war dance and had worked themselves 
Into a murderous frenzy. 


Trouble with the Indians in the re- 


gion between the Little Salmon and 
the Petty has been expected for a 
long time. A motive for the out- 
break Is furnished by the hanging of 
three of their number In 1899 for the 
murder of a prospector on the Little 
Salmon. The execution took place in 
Dawson at the local barracks.

Neighbor Arrested Ready 


in Disguise to Flee. 


Battle Creek, Mich., Dec. 16.—Mrs. 


Robert Garrison was murdered and 
her body brutally treated some time 
yesterday morning at her home in 
Johnstown, fourteen miles from this 
city. John Brantlinger, a farm hand 
employed by Fred Vansykel, a neigh- 
bor, was an-ested in this city while 
on his way to take a Grand Trunk 
train yesterday afternoon. 


Brantlinger came from Toledo and 


had been in the vicinity long enough 
to know something of neighborhood 
affairs. He knew that Robert Garri- 
son, husband of the murdered woman, 
had recently 
sold a farm to Fred 


Stamm for $1,400, and it is supposed 
the fact that Garrison had the money 
in the house was the cause of the 
crime. 


Garrison and Vansykel 
came to 


Battle Creek in the morning with a. 
load of wood. After their departure 
from home Brantlinger asked Mrs. 
Vansykel for her husband's shotgun, 
saying he was going to shoot skunks. 
He is supposed to have gone to the 
Garrison home, where Mrs. Garrison 
was alone. The crime was undiscov- 
ered until 10:30 o'clock, when Mr. 
and Mrs. George Garrison, parents of 
the dead woman's husband, arrived. 
They at once notified the neighbors. 


William Clements, a neighbor, who 


was among the first to arrive, said 


v:lilrs. Garrison's body lay in the 


little bedroom. Her father-in-law 
had covered it with clothes, but I 
could see n gaping 
wound in the 


head. The wholo face was blown off 
and the brain exposed to view. A 
neighbor and myself started to notify 
the officers. We saw tracks leading 
to Vansykel's house and 
followed 


them to Battle Creek. At Bedford we 
telephoned to tho police." 


When Brantlinger reached the city 


he shaved off hi* heavy black mus- 
tache and threw away a small Scotch 
cap which he wore when he left the 
farm. He had also purchased a blue 
sweater and an umbrella. When ar- 
rested he swore he was innocent of 
all crime, but gave no reason for his 
disguise. 
He eaid he was tired of 


farm life and was coming back to 
Battle Creek to 3nd work in a food 
factory. 


Garrison nnd Vansykel, totally un- 


conscious of the tragedy, were found 
in a woodyard by an officer, who told 
them the awful story. 


"My God, man, you don't mean it," 


was Garrison's heartbroken exclama- 
tion. "She seomed so well this morn- 
ing when I left her." 


When a realization of the awful 


truth came to tho bereaved husband 
he would have torn the accused pris- 
oner limb from limb if lie could have 
got at him.
